Wright, who was arrested by
Detegtlve Geonotti, admitted he shot and
Killed Herbert Hright, In Burnside, Ky., Oo.
tohor 9, 1616, as & regult of a long-standing
feud, and exprensed a willingness to return
to that place for trial

eoveral large =tonss, he taunted me when
wi met in the street. Fearing bodlly harm
1 drew my revolver and fired four Limes.

PLEDGED BY EARLE

Head of Pennsylvania Com-
pany Says It . Will Be Sup-
plied “Without Stint”

NAMED AS A SUPERVISOR

Bugar at peven and a half cents a pound
“without etint" is pledged to the publle by
George 1. Earle, Jr., president of the Penn-

sylvania Sugar Company and named by
National Food Administrator Hoover as
Philndelphin's representative on a commits
tee of refilners who are to assist the Na-
tlonal Council on Sugar.

“The annuikl comsumption of refined sugar
by our awn 100,000,000 people,” Mr. Earle
I8 quoted ns saying, “is 3,800,000 tons. We
get from Cuba 3.500,000 tons; Porto Rico,
600,000 tons; Loulslana, 400.000 tons: Ha-
wall, 00,000 tons ; Phillppines, 200,000 tons ;
bast wugars, 1,000,000 tons; total, 6,400,000
tons

“You mee, we oan go on putting just as
much In our own tea and coffens as we have
been and have 2,800,000 tonm to mpara to
our Allles, who got thelr othar suppliea of
sugar In part from Britlah West Indles,
Java, Mauritlus and from the beets of
Canada, France and Ruesin

“The biggest fuctor i& the Cuban supply
of 3,600,000 tons, and {f we had not united
in ohe purchuasing power for ourselves and
our Allles, the Cubans could have success-
fully held up the world for & price of raw
sugiar that waould have muade us pay fiftesn
cents o pound rethil

“I mive my pledge the Ameriean people
and our Allies shall continue to get sugar
at not exceeding seven and a hall cents,
und there Is a splendid war profit in the
business at that rate

“The turiff on sugar from Cuba Is $1.02
& 100 pounds, which resuits in charging
our own people the highest price !n the
world for mugar; that tariff comes off by
rebate for the 2,600,000 pounds we will ship
to our Allles. They do not pay that tariff
in the vost as our people do, hut they have
to pay the wartime ocean f(relghts, which
are equivalent, so that cur Allles will get
our Ameriean sugars at the sams price
Americans get 1L
